tration, because some sources 
of income formerly ‘lable 
have been cut off in o rder to 
prevent the competition of pri- 
son labor with the free Jabor 
force.

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For An End To Parochial Schools . . . 


A priest in the Roman Catholic Church has calied fo 
an end to Catholic grade schools and his call cannot be 
commended too highly, 


The Rt. Rev. George W. Casey, in his column in The 
Pilot, official publication of the Boston archdiocese, said 
that “the Catholic school system is for the preservation of 
the faith” and said the church's educational money should 
be concentrated in secondary and higher education rather 
than grade schools. 

That's logic! 

Enrollment in Catholic schools in America totals ap- 
proximately five million while that in Protestant and Jew- 
ish schools totals about 300,000, most of which are the 
173,174 students enrolled in Lutheran schools. 


Church-operated grade schools constitute a divisive 
influence and are a direct contradiction of the principle of 
a free public school system on which this country was 
built. 

If each religious denomination assumes the burden of 
the education of its children, the United States will cease 
to be a nation and become simply a place on the map with 
certain defined boundaries, 


It is necessary cnly to look at the Netherlands (Hol- 
land) to see where it leads to. Holland, that tiny country 
on the western shores of Europe which at one time had a 
mighty world empire! Holland, that tiny country wlrich 
was one of the first countries in Europe to encourage de- 
velopment of individual initiative after the Middle Ages 
and produced world leaders in art, medicine, literature, 
and the sciences out of all proportion to its population. 


Yet Holland took the step of allowing each religious 
denomination to educate its own children with money 
from taxation. 


The result is that in Holland there are Catholic daily 
newspapers and Protestant daily newspapers, a Catholic 
political party and a Protestant political party, and there 
are even Protestant stores and Catholic stores, and where 
help-wanted advertisements often indicate whether Ca- 
tholies or Protestants should apply. 

We want none of this in America, yet that is where 
growth of parochial schools would lead us.
